You fear to even try for suc- 
cess. You're lazy, Paul, pure and simple. 

Paul—Oh, heavens! Lucille, you women wish—

[Enter Eileen, hurriedly, Diplowe following.] 

Eileen—Paul! Paul! Now where is he gone? [Turning to Diplowe.] 
Oh-h, Dippy, just think our boarders arrive today. Today, mind you. 

Diplowe—Oh, my dear Miss Eileen, weightier matters than boarders 
possess my mind, my heart also, Miss Eileen. Long have I nourished in my 
nosom a feeling, which has grown as the bud that sprouteth in the dew of 
the morn, and flourisheth a full-grown rose at noon; a feeling of which I am 
sure you are aware of: a feeling which you must perceive; a feeling which I 
hope you reciprocate; à feeling that— [He sinks to his knees.] 

Eileen— There, I must go. Don't rave Dippy, dear, don't rave. It’s use- 
less, really. [Enter Lucille with Edyth and Tom Lowry.] Oh, here they 
come. [Eileen goes forward to greet them.] 

Diplowe (rising hastily)—But, Eileen— 

Edyth—|To Lucile.] Why I just think lambs are the cutest things, so 
frolicsome you know. And those green fields we came through, heather was 
it not, my dear? Oh, clover! How stupid of me; heather is yellow, to be 
sure. [Greets Eileen and Diplowe.] Oh, how delighted to meet you, Miss 
Wileen.

Diplowe, this is a pleasure. [Turning to Lucille.| Now if you will show us 
our rooms, Miss Lucille.

Enter Paul, attired for traveling.] 

Paul (Reading want ads. out of a newspaper that he holds) —H-m— 
stenographer, book-keeper, agent, agent, agent, boy wanted, cook— Ye 
gods! what splendid opportunities for papa’s hopeful. Bricklayers, team- 
sters, barbers,— Oh, for the love of heaven, what will I do? [Throws paper 
aside and starts for door. | 

[Enter Eileen searching for a mislaid pocketbook. | 

Eileen—Why, hello Paul. Did you—did you—? Oh, there it lies. [To 
Paul] Mercy, you're not going away? 

Paul (with levity)—No, my dear; just out for a constitutional. Fare- 
well, Eileen. [Throws her a kiss] [To himself.] That kiss was yours, 
Lucille. [Exit.] 
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Eileen—Paul! Paul! Well if that isn’t enough to try the temper of a 
saint. Oh, dear— 

[Enter Edyth.] 

Edyth—Oh, isn’t it just too glorious, too glorious to be alive today. 
Why, do you know, as I was washing, that is to say, performing my ablu- 
tions, a nightingale lit right on my window sill, and sang the most en- 
trancing, heavenly melody, that— 

Eileen (astonished)—Why, nightingales only sing at evening, and fur- 
thermore— 


Edyth (quickly)—To be sure; it must have been a cockatoo. 

[Enter Tom, in his shirt-sleeves. | 

Tom—Oh, I say, Edyth, where did you put my cuff links? 

Edyth—Why, Tom, how can you appear in such attire. Your cuff links 
are just where you left them. 

Tom (impatiently)—The dickens! I'll be hanged if I know where that is. 

Edyth—Goodness me, what a temper you get in. Such an exhilarating 
day , too. Oh well, I suppose I'll have to go and help you hunt them. I 
wonder where man would be if it wasn't for woman, 

Tom—Are you coming? 

Edyth Ves, yes, Thomas, dear. [Exit Edyth and Tom.] 

[Enter Lucille.] 

Eileen—Well, thank my lucky stars, I haven't a brother to bother with. 
[To Lucille.] Paul's gone, Lucille. 


Lucille (wearily)—Gone? I thought he would be. 

Eileen—And—don’t you care? 

Lucille—Care? Oh, Eileen, why should I care? He dreams, yet nothing 
does. Paul will never succeed. I've tried to get him to work; you know I 
have, Eileen, and yet— [Eileen sinks into a chair, crosses her arms and 
rests her head upon them, weeping. Lucille goes to her.] Eileen, Eileen, 
what ails you? 

Eileen—But—but—I care, Lucille; I —I—I care. 

Lucille—Eileen, you care? 

[Enter Diplowe, hurriedly. He has heard Eileen's last words. He em- 
races her.] j 

Diplowe—I know, Eileen. I know thou carest. Here upon this manly 
bosom rest your golden head. Ah, say you love me; reveal unto me your 
love; oh, now is heaven opened unto me. 

Eileen—Paul—is it you, Paul?

Eileen—Lucille! Lucille! "You're not crying, Lucille? 

Lucille—Oh, why did he ever tell me of his love, Eileen. I love him, 
Eileen, and Tom loves me, but Paul loves me too. Can't Paul love someone 
else? E 

Eileen—Oh bother, Lucille, hasn't Paul been gone these three months

[Enter Diplowe and Edyth. | 

Edyth (simpering)—Oh, Mr. Diplowe, you're becoming facetious. 

Diplowe-—No, no, Miss Edyth. Your eyes surpass in color heaven's 
sapphire skies; your hair like unto the raven's coal-black plumage is; your 


lips twin cherries are; your coral-tinted ears— 


Edyth—Mr, Diplowe, Mr. Diplowe! 

Diplowe—Oh, it is true, Miss Edyth. Never has it been my fate to gaze 
upon such a face as thine. Thy voice is like the rippling water, now gaily 
issuing forth, then sad and plaintive, like the nightingale's own soft, sweet 
song. Oh, when Nature created you, my Edyth, she broke the mold and 
cried, “Behold, my masterpiece!” 

Edyth (coyly)—Oh, Edwin! 

Diplowe (aside)—She calls me Edwin. Witness, O ye mortals! I claim 
her as my own Edyth. Edyth, say the words—  [Edyth sobs.] [Aside.] 
Oh, she weeps; my lady weeps. Edyth, Edyth! [They embrace.] 

Edyth—Oh, Edwin, I’m so happy—so happy, Edwin— 


Diplowe—Yes, yes, my love, my—my [Enter Eileen.] my 

Eileen—Mr. Diplowe! 

Diplowe—M-M-M-iss Ei-Ei-l-ee-ee-n— 

Edyth (condescendingly)—Edwin! [To Eileen.] Mr. Diplowe and I 
announce our engagement, do we not, Edwin?—Edwin! 

Diplowe (hastily)—We do 一 we do 一 most certainly we do; assuredly we 
do,— 

Eileen (bowing low)—I wish you exceeding joy. [She turns away.] 

Diplowe—I say, Miss Eileen 

Edyth—Edwin! 

Diplowe—Coming, Edyth; coming. [To Eileen.] Y-Y-Youll n-n-not 
say anything, will— 

Edyth—Edwin ! 
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Diplowe—Yes, Edyth. Y-Y-Youll keep mum w-w-won’t you, Miss 
Eileen? 

Eileen (scornfully)—Be not afraid, Dippy. Pll start no breach of 
oromise suit. 

Edyth—Edwin!!! 

[Exit Diplowe and Edyth.] 

Eileen (alone)—Oh, Paul, Paul, why don’t you write to someone? 

[Evening comes slowly on. Eileen seats herself in a chair pulled far 
hack amongst the shadows. Enter Lucille and Tom arm in arm, walking. 
slowly across stage. | 

Tom [To Lucille.]—And who is this Paul, Lucille? 

Lucille—He’s a dreamer, Tom—but you know it’s you I love, Tom. 

Tom—As if I would doubt it, beloved. [After a pause.] I run for 
gx vernor this year, Lucille. 

Lucille—Yes, Tom. 

Tom (bending down and kissing her)—I guess life is just beginning, 
dear. [Exit Lucille and Tom.] 

Eileen [starting out from the shadows] Paul, Paul, it's I that love you. 
| Wearily.] Come home, Paul; oh! come home to me. 

[The moon rises slowly, shines for an instant, then a cloud covers it, 
shrouding the stage in darkness.] 

Curtain, 


Two months elapse between Act II and Act III. 
ACT HI 
Scene 1—Editor’s office. Time—Early morning. 
[Stubbs. Paul.] 

Stubbs—That may be, that may be, Paul. But two cases don’t insure 
you a job,—not on this paper, at least. 

Paul—But good heavens, man! I've done— 

Stubbs—Not a darn thing besides that New Jersey trial—and—let’s see— 
suicide case at Bleakridge. 

Paul- Well 

Stubbs Well! It's up to you. Either you rustle up that case or you're 
canned for good, see? Dropped! fired! got me? 

Paul—Give me something else, and— 

Stubbs [impatiently|—Give you something else? What in the devil's 


name else do you want, anyway? Anything’s square in getting news, man. 
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How'd you think Hervey copped those reports of Attwood’s. Stole 'em, see. 
I'm no nurse to tell you infants how to get stuff. 

Paul—And I’m no thief! 

Stubbs—As you wish, my dear boy, as you wish. Take it or leave it. 
i've given you a tip on Lowrey’s case. [Puts on his coat and hat.] Think 
about it, Paul. Well, you'll come around. So long. [Exit Stubbs. ] 


[Enter Hervey.] 

Hervey—Hello, Paul. I say, I got a line on Lowry. Attends meeting at 
two, see? Slip in, see? Take papers, see? Like takin’ candy from a baby, 
see? Got me? 

Paul (opening door)—To the devil with you and your papers. [Exit, 
banging door.] 

Hervey—Huh! Angered papa's boy, didn’t I He'll do it though or it 


means the hook for him, see. [Exit.] 


Scene 2— Office of Tom Lowry, candidate for governor. To the right an 


open safe; to the left an open window. Time—Evening. 


| Paul.] 


Paul (reading from the papers as he removes them from the safe)—By 
al the gods—oh! if these don't fix them, I miss my guess—three thousand— 
and from the Sorghum interests—. I see his sweet boom dying. Why just 
one of these beautiful letters would cook his goose and there's six—oh, you 
future governor, wouldn't these letters make swell wall-paper. Just think 
of the coming generation reading how the Sorghum people paid Tom Lowry 
three thousand dollars to vote in favor of them. We'll make some splurge, 
ehi and it means me in right with Stubbs; and, O Lucille, this is no dream, 
I m coming home to you— [Paul rises; as he does so he notices Tom Lowry 
standing in the doorway watching him.] Oh! hello! 

Tom (cooly)—I was unaware that I entertained a visitor. 

Paul—Oh, I’m going; wouldn't think of detaining you from your ban- 
quet. 

Tom—Dont go; now that you are here you might as well sit down. 
Those are my papers you hold, I believe. 

Paul (as if confused)—Why, they are your papers,—funny how I got 
them, 

Tom (harshly)—Enough of that. You have read them, I presume? 

Paul—Why, let me see—yes, I did glance through them. 
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Tom—You intend to publish them? 

Paul—We did intend—that is—if you have no objections. 

Tom—And if I do object? i 

Paul—I am afraid—yes, I greatly fear we will not consider your ob- 
jections. 

Tom (starting forward)—You thief! 

Paul—And what are you? [As Tom proceeds to summon an officer.] 
I wouldn’t. The law may also wish to see the inside of these papers. 

Tom (turns and stands with bent head)—It is true. I guess the play is 
over—the race is run—I had hoped— [To Paul,] You may go. 


[Enter servant. | 


Servant—Mrs. Lowry wishes to speak with you, sir. 

Tom—Very well, Jane, in a minute. [Exit servant. ] 

Tom (pointing towards open window)—The way by which you entered 
is open still. 

[Paul gathers up papers and goes towards window, which opens out on 
the veranda. As he steps into the shadows of the porch Mrs. Lowry enters. | 

Paul (under his breath when he sees Mrs. Lowry)—Lucille! 

Lucille (to Tom)—Oh, Tom, can't you come, they're expecting you— 
Why, Tom, you're sick. 

Tom—It is nothing, Lucille, nothing—go—go—I will come later. 

Lucille—Dut, Tom! 

Tom—Yes, yes, I will come, Lucille—later—not now, 

Lucille—Tell me, Tom—tell me. 

Tomi say it is nothing—the heat, perhaps—go—go. 

Lucille—It is something, Tom, it is. 

Tom— Yes, yes, Lucille. [She places her arms around his neck; he holds 
her fast for awhile, then releases her.] Go now; please go, Lucille. [She 
goes softly out the door. As the door closes Paul slips quietly into the office.] 

'Tom (noticing Paul)—You here still or again? 

Paul—Is that your wife? 

Tom—Yes, yes, you must know everything, I suppose. Lucille, Lucille. 

Paul (laying papers on table) —And these are yours. My name is Paul— 
has she—has Lucille—sometimes told you of Paul—Paul, the dreamer; Paul, 
the idealist. Dreams she called them—vague fantasies—puppy dreams—do 
something—and now success was near. 

Tom—She spoke of you. [He walks slowly back and forth.] Those 
papers relate my youth; heaven knows, I wish I could disown them—but the 
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poor cannot haggle over honesty—and I was poor. Money seemed power— 
and life was hard—it seemed to open the road to success and now it be- 
comes a wheel crushing both Lucille and I—I hoped as governor to redeem 
myself, but— 

Paul—That early life of yours is ended. The future is yours to mold as 
you will, and you have Lucille’s love, which is greater than all.

From a speech given before the Saginaw High School Lyceum, 
by John Schmidt. 

It has been often asked, why girls receive a majority of the Junior ap- 
pointments? Why she excels the boy? And further, is there a reason to 
account for the boy’s failure to come up to the girl’s standard of work? 
That question, or rather, those questions, I hope to answer. First, let me 
say, however, “There is a reason.” 

Between the ages of fourteen and sixteen a radical change takes place 
in the boy. Hitherto, there has been no realization of sex, but between the 
above mentioned ages, there is a change, which affects both his mental and 
physical body. At this time, the beginning of the period of adolescence, the 
crisis in his life, the boy just coming into his manhood, enters high school. 

The effect of this period on the boy’s physical self is well shown in this 
quotation from A. Coawell Ellis: 

“The high school receives the adolescent youth with a new and changing 
body, disequilibrated now by new and rapidly developing organs connecting 
him with the race, by a rapidly medullating brain, by new grown heart mus- 
cles and a heightened blood pressure, a creature with intense but fickle emo- 
tions, and a rising sense of self-importance.” 

The above, I believe, shows clearly that the boy is developing during the 
adolescent period, but physically more than mentally. There is a lack of 
concentration, of depth of purpose, of well grounded desires. j 

The following from G. Stanley Hall, shows still more clearly the boy's ` 
characteristics during the adolescent period: 

“There are spells of almost invincible laziness both of mind and body, 
«nd restlessness, and mobility, and utter silliness, verbigeration, idiotic non- ' 
sense,, imitativeness, suggestion and also morbid obstinacy and sympathy.” 

This citation you will agree explains the indifference, the utter lack of 
incentive to work in the youth during this stage in his life. "Adolescence 
is a period of change, when the soul is everything and nothing long." 

What I have said concerning the boy applies also to the girl. There 
comes in her life a change as in the boy, but "the rapid growth in height and 
weight, which ushers in the phenomena of adolescence begins earlier in the 
girls than in the boys." 

At fourteen years of age the girl is fully physically developed, at 
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eighteen fully mentally developed. At fourteen the boy but begins his phy- 
sical development, and not till twenty-one does he complete his mental 


development. These statements are true in the great majority of cases. 


Now, furthermore, at fourteen the boy and girl enter high school. At 
sixteen they enter their junior year. Twelve weeks later the Junior appoint- 
ments are awarded. The girl is in the fullness of her mental development, 
the boy but feels the awakening of a new-found intellect. On the one hand 
you have a boy in the period of his greatest physical development, and as a 
result a boy prone to laziness, a boy prone to indifference, prone to inaction, 
prone to all that makes the unsuccessful studert. On the other hand a girl 
possessing a mind in its most receptive state, a mind capable of retaining 
most of what the girl studies. I leave it to your judgment, which of the two 
labors beneath the greater handicap during the freshman and sophomore 
years. A 

I now proceed to raise another point, sirs, in which periods of a stu- 
dent's high school life, the first two yars or the last two, are there subjects 
included in the courses of study which require an excellent memory rather 
than originality? You will agree with me, I believe, when I say the first 
two. Physics, trigonometry, geometry, chemistry ; subjects which, I am sure 
you will admit, require inventiveness and ingenuity, do not come until the 
student enters upon his junior and senior years. Now, who, I ask you, have 
better memories, girls or boys? I give you in a quotation the dpinion of G 
Stanley Hall, president of Clark University : 

“Girls excell boys in learning memorization, but are often quite at sea 
when set to make tests and experiments that show individuality. Girls pre- 
ponderate in high school Latin and algebra, in English and history classes. 
More often boys are in the majority in chemistry and physics.” 

Here is the opinion of still another authority: ; 

“Women, as a rule, lack independence and depth of thought. They are 
more receptive than creative.” 

The opinion of A. H. Yoder, Seattle, Washington: 

“Classical and literary courses of our schools and colleges are taken 
largely by girls and young women, while the scientific, professional and tech- 
nical courses are chosen largely by boys and young men.“ 

This fact is to be clearly kept in mind when we realize the student’s 
Freshman and Sophomore records practically gain him his Junior appoint- 
ment. The above quotations clearly show that a girl's memory is better than 


3 boy's, and I have shown that studies which require a good memory come 
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during the student’s Freshman and Sophomore years. My point is, I believe, 


obvious, and needs no further explanation. 


Statistics show that fourteen per cent. of the boys in certain high schools 


left school because of indifference.

all the grades in certain selected high schools, there were forty-two per 


cent, more girls than boys in attendance. More girls, therefore, than boys 


attend the average high school. Keeping this in mind, let me present a 


quotation from J. Rensen Bishop: 


“The teacher gets such satisfactory results from the girls that she is 


not compelled to stimulate the boys, she simply marks them down.” 


Notice, please, that Mr. Bishop, in speaking of teachers uses, uncon- 


sciously perhaps, the feminine pronoun. Why? The answer is simple.

“No half-grown boy is going to develop into his best self under the ex- 


clusive teaching of women, in a school composed largely of girls.“ And to

But thé boy would succeed even beneath the handicap of having a 


majority of girls in the high schools, even though there are more women 


teachers than male instructors, were it not that the law of nature, the law 
irrevocable, the law irrepealable, the law fixed and unchanging, which makes 


the boy during his Freshman and Sophomore years mentally inferior to the 


girls; and further, that those same freshman and sophomore years practically 


gain him his Junior appointment. For these reasons I contend that the basis 


of Junior appointments should be so changed as to bring boys into competi- 


tion with boys for half of the appointments, and girls into competition with 


girls for the other half of the appointments.
